We wiBii the puhlic could he orouglil to eoo 
that tho BTieedy arid offident administration o{ 
justice ho£ nyider ana dee pet influence on tiie 
well-being of (he community than any scheme 
for frreirg the growth of on agricultural popu- 
lation, or transforming thriving operati-m into 
struggling Inn down era. We wish our legislators 
could he iniuced to holJ the force and 
majesty of the law with half the anil anil 
animation which thej devote to dijeuseiona on 
the feriility of nameless houBekcepeTS, or on the 
connexion between groceries and edaeation. 
Given, the first law office in tie state stripped 
of its legislative and political dignity, left with- 
out a shrci of power or patronage, and finally 
sent a-begging without disguise, going down, 
down, down like damaged goods at a Dutch 
auction. Given, the Supreme Caurt struggling 
hopelessly ngainst multiplied arrears of busi- 
neF.s : ahie end laborioxa judges siufterin!; for 
coasciencc sahe in vain r -. : !u; i:= io achieve the 
impossihle, while a ^wasteful penny-wisrLom 
denies them the aid which they claim for the 
sake of the public even more tliau for their 
own. Given, lastly, tho magistrates' heneh, 
cumbered by worshipful nobodies, too igno- 
rant even to desire a knowledge of the laws 
which they pretend to administer — and who 
shall 1 measure the combined force of these de- 
pressing causes on the rights, the interests, and 
the contentment of the community ? 

Of the pressing need for some increase of 
our judicial stuff so much has lately been said, 
nttd so well, that ws; should fear to weaken 
a at rang Case by superfluous advocacy. On 
this head we are content to refer ear readers 
to the late able speech of Sir Alfred 
Stephen — to the ndvica which our highest 
judicial authority left as a rmrling bequest to 
those for whoso benefit ho had so long tiud so 
successfully laboured. For a recension of the 
magistracy we may still look with hope tu the 
Government— to eny nothing of that stress of 
public opinion, which the result of inquiries 
now pending can hardly fail to call forth. But 
there are considerations connected witli the ap- 
pointment of an. Attorney-Genera 1 1 to which 
we can hardly expect [lie mass of our readers 
to be alive ; and to tho most important of those 
it is new our intention to advert. 

In tho first place we venture to africm that 
the attempt to make the Attorney- General a 
non-pDlitical officer has been, and can he only 
a failure. It was suggested by the difficulty 
(first felt under Lhc late corrupt Administration) 
of finding a "barrister of eminence willing to 
share the responsibilities of Government. Like 
other make shifts, it has aggravated the 
difficulty which it pretended, to remedy. 
The office has become less desirable, because 
less dignified ; and the Government who sought 
to gain Ktrength from enlisting neutrals has been 
left without o. champion to defend its seta in 
their legal bearings. We repeat, the plau of 
depriving tlio Attorney-General of the place in 
the Cabinet assigned him by tho Constitution 
Act is a failure, anil of this wo believe no anc 
is more convinced than the gentleman for whom 
Mr, Forstcr ib now in vain seeking a successor. 

There is, however, an important part of the 
Attorney- General's duties from wbich, ns a poli- 
tical officer, he ought to be relieved. He 
should ceaso to act as public prosecutor. It is 
not fit that a man, whoso Conduct in. a quasi ■ 
judicial capacity must bo open to the suspicion 
.of political bias, should concentrate in his own 
.person til c weight and the responsibility of the 
whole grand jury system. The onerous 
task of deriding who art . fit objects 
for , prosecution nvtght perhaps devolve 
with' advantage on. a non-political 
Solicitor-General. At nil events, let tlio first 
law officor of tlio Government he relieved 
from this burthen, and his post will beaomc 
more desirable and loss Invidious. 

Tbe question of the Attorney-Generalship 
derives additional importance from the right 
which it is supposed to confer of promotion to 
vacancies on the Bench. Wo must distinctly 
declare that the supposed light has no legal 
existence, and ought not to he regarded as citfl- 
.tomcry. It is useless to refer to tho practice 
, of the mother country os cstahlifhing or sanc- 
tioning the rule. The circumstances arc utterly 
different. In England tho office would be 
offered to no man who could not conscientiously 
support the existing Government. In England, 
fli e principal difficulty in filling it would gene- 
tally arise from the number of well qualified 
aspirants among whom a sel ection is to he made. 
.In England, the most audacious minister would 
shrink from, a (ferine it to n man whom he Wis 
not prepared to promote to the Bench. 

I'i™ (he anomalous structure of our colonial 
Cabinets— from the limited numbers of our 
Bar, and the small temptation which office holds 
out to its moBtdistitiEiiishedmembers — all those 
things ore otherwise here. IVc may be thank- 
ful, indeed, foi the last promotion to the Bench. 
Though we tould have wished that, among the 
Jfrernier's other disclosui™ of a littc nature, he 
JMd informed ua that the vacant Judgeship 
had been efmit to at least two men of higher . 
standing era it was bestowed on Mr. 
Wise, yet we believe he is tho 
"best man who could have been found 
■wilbng to accept the post. This assent, how- 
-ever, is the result of his high professional 
character — at far es his promotion waa in right 
of his precedence, as Attorney-Gene™!, it could 
jnet be regarded as satisfactory. To take an 
obvious illustration from the past, what would 
■have been the result had tho vacancy on the 
bench occurred sis months ago ? Every one 
acquainted with the legal cud political career 
of the late member for Muilgee must admit, 
wlietwo nffimi in no unfriendly spirit, that 
ho lacked, if not tho learning, yet 
at least the experience, the tact, 
and the temper requisite, far a Judge. 
And if ivg look forward to possibilities, there is 
scarce one of our youngest practitioners it tha 
JJor who may not, erelong, have a chance of 
putting himself within one step of the Bench if 
promotion thither is to belong an of ri-ht to 
AHorney-tjcnernlo, 

By what rule then, it may bo asked, are our 
Judges lo be appointed? By none, we reply, 
hut that of personal fitnens. They should' fie 
chosen, not from officials p Bst ^ prr-sont 
bm from the foremost men nt the 
bar—for merit only, apart f IDm jji political 
considerations. And to choose ill in such a 

case should!™ deemed a gross breach of trust 

involving all the penalties which tho Constitution 
enables ourjParliamentto inflict on a delinquent 
Minuter Anil if this fa true, as regards the 
BuEtcmo Court, he it remembered that it abo 
ho ds good respecting every appointment of a 
judicial character. If wc want men to bo 
impartial, we must choose them impartially.

In wealth snd local prosperity, 
Morpeth, notwlthitaneung tho disadvantage ot its 
having been originally a more private township, hot 
always advanced, pari nossu, with the stead 
creasing development of the varied resources of tho 
Upper Hiwtar— so much so as cecsstoinaUy to ihvrm 
the jculouay of its dignified neighbour, the two-fold 
township ol Maitland,— situated at tho confluence of 
Wollis Creek with the Hunter some few miles further 
up the river, but nearer, in a direct line, to Ncwcaatle 
than Morpeth, is by nine or ten miles. East and 
West Maitland ore now connected, by the Great 
Northern Railway, to Newcastle : and one of tbe 
effects of that connection is to divert much of the 
traffic fiora Morpeth, and to carry on tha produce 
which used to he shipped there to Newcastle. To 
this there docs not appear to be any objection, pro- 
vided that, under tilts now arrangement, the ftau>ay 
is not unfairly permitted to monopolire tbs carrying 
trade of the district, and thereby virtually to shut out 
tbe steamers from any possibility of competing with 
the trunk line with ony chance of success. It will ho 
el ways found desirable, where conveniences escist for 
both river and railway carriage, that the interests ot 
tbe ooc should not bo rashly sacrificed to the benefit 
of the other. Tl the former be so neglooted ssto load, 
eventually, to a total abandonment of tliatmoao of 
transit for goods, tbs piiblio may bo found to suffer 
in consequence of everything being forced through 
the opposite channel. Tho two systems can ho mado 
to work side by side— not only without detriment, 
but even with positive benefit to each othor. There 
dots not appeaE to bo any intelligible reason why 
Morpeth should not as fully poriicioate in the advan- 
tages of the Noithctn Railway as Newcastle,— (or tho 
exclusive benefit of which, as a port of sliipment, it is 
clear that tho Northern Railway wos not, and navor 
eould have been intended, by the Legislature. Feel- 
ing Ibis, many of, 'the rosidonta of tho Hunter River 
hare urged the justice and propriety »f connecting 
Morpeti. snd East Maitland by means ot a Branch 
Railway ; and elaborate tables have been, ftom 
eufbenito sources, compiled, shelving the quanlities 
end value of produce shipped from the Hunter River 
district (above tbe Flats) during tho year ISC5, the 
three next following years, and for the first fifx 
months of ls6"9.

* If I had to come down to Sydney, I mleht lose a 
fortun e. I am now working on tha Snowy River, and 
wns the third person upon the dingin's when they 
were discovered. They are Btneitdty supposed to be 
the richest diggings ever fonnd in New Gtitiib. Wales, 
but tlierc is one fault— men cannot work here long 
for tho snow. Two montlis from this dsts te the 
longest they con wi tk. There are about auOO people 
alicndy here, and I should say that 1000 of them 
have got to work, and average one ounes of sold pec 
day each man. My party secured in three days' 
washing Ihirty.fotur ounces ond seventeen dwts.. and 
that is nothing to what somo others hove got. I 
know one John Moody who, himself oiane, washed 
nineteen and a^hidf ounces with the tin dish in n day. 
It ia almost too late in the season, however, for parties 
to come now, particularly if they have far to travel. 

The Ooufflur n JTsraia" of Wc tin eHdoy says, continued 
accounts, from these new diggings coiiKrm tho previous 
favourable reports of their richness.

-tVoiphip and tbeslipcnds or allowances of tho inferior 
clergy. Ho saw great objections to lhat part 
of tlie matter, because ho theuglil it; was intra, 
duciiig by n. sidc~w r intl a kind of established 
ehuTch — eonncciing tho Governor with one psr- 
lltulur church above nit other churches. 
Though lie saw no objections to these inetTilctions, 
£(111 dicy wets the ia.tmciiortt of her Majesty, unci 
<ho Govtmot-GcneTiil was Imuiid to obey tlicm, 
Conicquenlly, If the Bishop informed tho (foveenor 
Choi it wns nccessnry that a dean should ho appointed, 
no Government would venture to say that Us would 
not allow ihe oppoiuiiiieut.

The utter suenciisbn of business, tho loss of 
erojjs T the stoppage of communi cation, ^vill 
mount up in the agere^ale fin'm to a sad deduc- 
tion fram Ihc pTospciily of llic year. 

It is finely said hy Mr. JI.vSKi.vci, who 
writes from the Arnluen, itntl who 
seems to be a great auffercr by the 
floods—" It ia wonderful how lilt 1c we thinh uf 
Iho loss of. properly when life lias been en- 
dangered nnd saved." This, we doubt not, ex- 
pressed truly the fecline; of many who heard 
with terror the rush of waters, who fiilt their 
houses sliping from their foundations, and Imtl 
to escape for, their lives. Tho sense of osis- 
tence,— its "value, its danger, its; rescue, — causes 
a rapid ,' transition from racking anxiety 
to joy. But a stem reality awaits those who 
at first only feel the blessedness of hcinif safe. 
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The urgent wants of 
quick lime the painful c 

ail ihey have save ri . Sin g-le m en can m ovo away , 
but those who have familiea — cspsciilly those 
who have sunk all the;- have in their household 
goods and little farms, .nnd ivhose children arc 
helpless — cannot move. It is for thorn we are 
hound to feel souiethhrg more than the trart- 
scient pity excited by misery. They harts to 
begin lite world again— if in trades, lo 
ohfain tools,; if In'/agricullurc, the means of 
renewing their labours. It is the proper 
function of .private benevolence to supplement 
M'hnt Hie Government can only do at the 
rriomem. Onr readers will see that many fntni- 
lise are glad- lo accept old olothbn;. This is 
one easy way of affording help ; but we hope it 
limy be possible by an early nnd universal 
subscription lo put those who most need help 
in I he way to provide for themselves. 

A very serious question will arise with rc- 
fei-encc to Ihc re-ocfurjmiiori. of some of those 
sites which are shown by the lute floods to ho 
exposed to these catastrophes. If we examine 
the origin and formation of some of those 
fertile valleys which arc liable to inundation, 
wo shall see how natural it is to expect sortie, 
eucli devastations. On therothei hani^ieoe »>3 ■ 
been no Hood like this within memory. If is 
indeed possible for Tory aerious ileodB to 
lake plate in countries sparsely inhabited, 
wilhout being noticed " or recorded, 
A quarter of a century gives no 
instances of this kind nt Shos.Lha.ven. 
in Ihe remote deep valleys it may he otherwise. 
The gold miners have occupied the alluvial 
fiats, and before their appearance they lav more 
pasture grounds, from which cattle could easily 
rciTeat, stud no mischief might then he done to 
fittest attention. Tho question, now is shall the 
Government encou rage the rc-o ecu pation of town- 
ships or agricultural settlements, where thcrt is 
a possibility of these catastrophes. If nopulous 
cities'ihotild be built on such sites, some day or 

other,- as in one or two instances on record 

they .will totnlly disappear. The same motives 
ao doubt point to such sites as lead to the 
occupation of - land- beneath the fires of 
Vesuvius. The fertile regi ons promise to repay 
for tiioir occasional rain by tho richness of the 
soil during the years of their pre Her lotion. 
However the boiling Hood shot front 
tho caverns of the enraged mountains, 
or descends tn a burning tide over tho 
vineyards and homesteads of tho inhabitants. 
Every now and then in America some of the 
grtuid rivers, — those inland sens have their 
seasons of overflow, and towns and villages are 
overwhelmed ; hut this "docs not prevent occu- 
pation, because there arc templing advantages 
in the situation. 

It will iloublless bo so with the people of 
our ml leys. They will return to their desolate 
abodes, and roue-w their dwellings and their 
occupations, and hope that they will be more 
fortunate hereafter. Tills is, bet-haps, justifi- 
able, when there is the probability of long 
impunity; hut there tiro some places, which 
seem to ha re hceii chosen in defiance of the 
warning', which is imprinted in the very face of 
nature itself. 

We imagine that the Government 
wooltl do a service by collecting the 
accounts of. the flood, if t j 10} , CQ11 ^ 
ascertained with correctness, — to ascertain 
its rise, its progress and its devastations; to 
discover how long elapsed between its nppear- 
aitce in one spot and its appearance at sub- 
jacent places; under what conditions pro- 
perty was preserved or lost, arid hy what means 
«scnpo was effected. The great danger of such 
visitations is in the apathy ruid confidence at the 
heginning, and the panic and bewilderment after' 
the consciousness of the peril is awakened. 
The hotter the understanding which prevails 
among the peopie the less littcly are they to 
choose their homes amidst danger, or to saori- 
flee their property, foi-pvant of precautions lor its 
prtservalioTj. 

Wo are happy to hoar that some measures are 
taken to call a public meeting Co assist the suC 
ferejs. Wo never had a case appealing 
inoro fully to our compassion, and we oipeet 
that people of this ctly will maintain their repu- 
tation for humanity hy their promptitude and 
largo liberality.

money upon his own uuuiurisy, 
hiniseir upon the justice of the House lor in- 
demnity hereafter. There can he no doubt 
there wns good ground to urge Ihis stretch of 
jiOVfcx, and that the Assembly, however dis- 
posed to he captious, would defer too much to 
publieopinion to condemn what was demanded 
by the exigencies of a great and pervading 
calamity. But to ' it not natural and 
perfectly justifiable for a Minister to 
say to those who urged hint lo go 
beyond the limits of his constitutional power 
that (hey of all men in the House would be least 
disposed to protect this cxercleo ot authority ?' IF 
indeed anything had been nsltcd which is 
within the proper province of ordinary Admbria* 
tration, It would havo been irrelevant, perhaps 
impertinent, to refer to tho opinions of the de- 
putation ; but every one musL see that the con- 
versation naturally arose out of the circum- 
stances, and to ask u Ministry to upend the 
public monEy without the autliori J Aiition of the 
House, was a krgo demand from those who 
were in tho habit of supporting an opposition 
lo their Government. 

The promiiiitude wiih which Mr. FnttsrEu 
has acted would be his best vindication, even if 
the deputation themselves had not very fairly 
stepped, forth in bis defence. Tho sympathy 
which bo oppressed was DO more than might be 
expected from any humane man : io have 
Incited it, would have been on enormous re- 
proach. But when a calamity overialies large 
nnrjibers of Ihc people, impulse too often is an 
uns^fo guide. It is a fine thinrr to see the 
sentiments of humanity in the panting eager:, 
n ess 'to afford relief. Those, however, who 
administer the public parse have need of 
all their vigilonee, as well as energy. 
Every example ot abuse tends to deaden 
the sympathies of men, and to paralyse the 
bond v hen real calamity inroTtos its aid. We 
should like to see everything done to avert that | 
distress which endangers the life or tho health 
of Ihc people. "Whether it cost £10,000 or 
£10(i,MO, the question of expense ought never 
to raised. Hut a Government must have, 
sortie Consideration of after - reckoning, 
and expect that, if there bo any 
failure of necessary aid on the one 
hand, or any excess on the other, 
a time far censure will be found ivlien the sense 
of need and the influence of sympathy are some- 
what exhausted. It can never bo, however, too 
strongly impressed upon Government that tho 
lives of tho people are its most precious charge, 
fn extending aid lo those who ore in peril, ot 
whatever cost, wc establish a sacred principle 
which gives security to ihc life of overy man in 
the country. The exertions made are not for 
the sake of the individuals, who ate unknown, 
but ' ~it ts the homage paid by -the 
public to |hc rights of humanity which 
ore equally imperious whether In tile beggar or 
in the prince. >" Am I my brother's keeper f " 
was a question fust upon tho lips of a mui- 
dcrer, and. that contempt for human life, which 
is exhibited in some nations, demonstrates that 
theyjjne not risen from the barbarism of 
a sa^gc state, ot that they are sinking into a 
siateiof voluptuous decay. Thore are cases in 
whlchv'it is worth the while or the community 
to {jive the ransom of a Iiiag rather than sacri- 
fice (Bo life of a child. 

Th|sc are considerations we have no doubt 
(ItatTtill overpower in the, minds of Ministers 
nny reluctance to incur responsibility'. Let us 
endeavour, as f a r as possible, to measure the 
extent 5f this calamity. The information already 
arrive.d will enable the Government to antici- 
pate .jfh at man be ejqiectcd. By reflecting on 
the geological structure of those parts of the 
^'jnt&f, subject to the floods, it is possible to 
foTcsa&Tto .some" ex tent? How- far this riHiatrbn' 
has bien diffused, and is likely to have been 
destructive. 'Ihc immediate dispatch of .pro- 
vision]! to some accessible depot, is of tho 
greatest urgency. The moment it becomes 
known iho relief is at hand, the utmost re- 
sources of those upon the spot will he freely 
distributed. The law of self-preservation will 
I hue bo reconciled irt the individual with tbe 
interests of all his fellow sufferers. The 
promptitude hitherto displayed will be appre- 
ciated by all who, wishing well to the unfortu- 
nate colonists, at tlia same time do not grudge 
to Mr, Fonsi'En the approbation to which- ^n 
our opinion— ho is justly entitled.
